TROUBLED 
CARE HOME 
HELP VISITS 



SANDWELL Council staff 
were visiting care homes run 
by Southern Cross this week 
to talk to residents and their 
families. 

It follows an announcement that 
the company will close, handing 
over the running of its care homes 
to the landlords of the buildings 
they are run from. 

Members of the adult social care 
team will be visiting homes in 
Sandwell to reassure residents and 
their relatives about the future and to 
answer questions and address any 
concerns. 

The council is in discussions with the 
company which operates eight homes in 
the borough: Lyndon Hall in West 
Bromwich, Dovedale Court in Wednesbury, 
Dingle Meadow in Oldbury, The Gables in 
Oldbury Regis House in Blackheath, Rox- 
borough in Cradley Heath, Trinity House in 
Old Hill and Crown Meadow in Tipton. 

Sandwell Council cabinet member for 
adult social care Councillor Ann Jaron said: 
“Sandwell Council currently has responsi- 
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bility for the funding of 187 residents in 
Southern Cross homes. 

“We are aware of the latest situation with 
Southern Cross and are closely watching 
developments. 

“We are working with the organisation 
and with health partners and local author¬ 
ities both regionally and nationally, to 
ensure that the best interests of residents 
are protected. 

“We are also working with regional man¬ 
agers to monitor the situation in order to 
assist specifically in Sandwell and will con¬ 
tinue to do so.” 

Sessions 

Advice sessions took place yesterday 
(Wednesday) at Roxborough and The 
Cables, and will take place today (Thurs¬ 
day) at Regis House and Dingle Meadow 
(4.30pm) and Trinity House and Lyndon 
Hall (6pm). They will also take place tomor¬ 
row (Friday) at Crown Meadow (4.30pm) 
and Dovedale Court (6pm). 

A contact number has been set up for res¬ 
idents and their relatives who are affected, 
available on (0121) 569 5424. 

Southern Cross employs 44,000 people 
nationally and runs some 20 care homes in 


the Black Country and another five in 
Staffordshire. 

Peter Hay, President of the Association of 
Directors of Adult Social Services, said: 
“Councils will expect to start to see clear 
business plans from landlords in order for 
them to make an informed decision about 
the continued care offered to residents and 
to give reassurance.” 

General Secretary of the public service 
union Unison, Dave Prentis said: “The col¬ 
lapse of Southern Cross gives a clear 
warning as to what happens when you let 
the market run public services. The sale of 
elderly care homes started out small, but it 
wasn’t long before private equitycompanies 
got their teeth into the market. 

“Now that the profits are less, they want 
out, and thousands of elderly residents and 
their families are bewildered and angry 
over their uncertain future.” 

Warley Labour MP John Spellar said: 
“The first priority has to be to maintain con¬ 
tinuity for the 30,000 residents and 40,000 
staff. 

“The Department of Health have to be 
closely involved to ensure this right across 
the country. 

“They must also put a stop to the practice 
of paying rent to companies based in off¬ 
shore tax havens.” 


Drink-driver killed a grandfather 


A SANDWELL Council 
manager who knocked down 
and killed a 71-year-old grand¬ 
father as she drove home while 
three times the legal alcohol 
limit on Tuesday began a five- 
year prison sentence. 

Driving at 11pm, Kate Walker, 
aged 32, did not have her head¬ 
lights on when she ploughed into 
former aircraft engineer Brian 
Metcalfe on Dudley Road, Oldbury. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard how the marketing manager 
at Sandwell Council had downed 
six pints of cider, three vodkas and 
three gins before getting behind 
the wheel. She was so drunk she 


fell over twice as she tried to get 
into her Nissan Micra, which she 
had parked in the Council House 
car park 

She pleaded guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving while 
under the influence of drink, 
failing to stop after an accident and 
drink-driving. 

Jailing her Judge Amjad Nawaz 
told she “took a chance which 
turned into tragedy”. 

Zig-zagged 

Prosecutor Mr Howard Searle 
told the court how Walker, of 
Luanne Close, Cradley Heath, had 
started drinking at lunchtime on 
January 28 at a leaving party for a 


council colleague. “She was seen on 
CCTV at 10.40pm in the mayor’s 
car park. She fell and lay on the 
ground for 40 seconds. She zig¬ 
zagged over to her vehicle and fell 
on the ground a second time.” 

She sat in the car for 24 minutes 
before driving off without her 
lights on. 

Mr Metcalfe was thrown into the 
air and suffered head injuries. 
Walker drove off and was arrested 
by police two miles away. A breath 
test showed 106mg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath. The limit is 35mg. 

Defending, Mr Lee Marklew said 
Walker had been drinking heavily 
following the breakdown of her 
five-year marriage.

INFORMATION held by the closed- 
down News of the World must be pro¬ 
tected to aid the police investigation into 
the paper’s practices, West Bromwich 
East MP Tom Watson has demanded. 

Mr Watson penned an open letter to 
News International chairman James 
Murdoch seeking “urgent assurances” 
that documents relevant to possible civil 
and criminal claims were saved. 

In the letter, released on Saturday, the 
day before the disgraced newspaper’s 
final edition, Mr Watson writes: “I am 
seeking urgent assurances on what 
measures you intend to put in place to 
ensure the protection of information cur¬ 
rently held by the newspaper. 

“It is critically important the Metro¬ 
politan Police Service’s investigations 
are not thwarted by the potential whole¬ 
sale destruction of documents and possi¬ 
ble deletion of emails. 

“It is my understanding that by closing 
the newspaper you may not be obliged to 
retain documents that could be relevant 
to civil and criminal claims — even in 
cases that are already under way. 


“Under British law, if News of the 
World is to be liquidated, all of the assets 
of the newspaper, including its records, 
will be transferred to a professional liq¬ 
uidator. 

“The liquidator’s obligation would be 
to maximise the estate’s assets to decide 
whether the News of the World would be 
best served by defaulting on pending 
claims rather than defending them. That 
way, the paper could simply destroy doc¬ 
uments and emails to avoid the cost of 
warehousing them.” 

Labour MP Mr Watson has been 
among the most high-profile critics of the 
phone hacking by journalists working on 
behalf of the NoW. In 2007 a spat erupted 
between himself, as the former defence 
minister, and Rebekah Brooks, the then- 
editor of the NoW’s sister paper The Sun. 

Mr Watson had called for the resigna¬ 
tion of Prime Minister Tony Blair, which 
he claims enraged Brooks. Mr Watson 
revealed that he had found himself tar¬ 
geted ever since then. 

He said strangers had gone through 
his bins and harassed his family.

“My wife asked me to stand down 
as a minister because the attention 
was too much.” 

The irony, he recalls with a sudden 
roar of laughter, is that before The 
Sun had even paid his damages, he 
went for “a nice quiet life” as a back¬ 
bench member of Parliament’s 
culture, media and sports commit¬ 
tee. But his arrival coincided with 
the first rumblings of the phone¬ 
hacking scandal. 

He became the driving force of the 
Parliamentary investigation. 

“A solicitor for News International 
tried to have me removed from the

committee on the grounds that I had a financial 
interest —because I was suing them and might 
win. It was laughed out. 

“The phone-hacking inquiry was put into my 
lap and I just lifted the lid.” 

As his investigation began, Tom Watson was 
approached privately by suspected victims of 
hacking and also by members of the Metropol¬ 
itan Police. 

“When people come forward and share this 
sort of stuff with you, if you don’t deal with it 
then you’ll regret it for the rest of your life. 

“I have now been on it almost every day for 
the past two years. All the time I am getting 
new documents and pointers.” 

And what of Rebekah Brooks who it was 
alleged would “go after” him? 

Today it is Watson who is on the attack and 
Brooks who has seen her former paper sacri¬ 
ficed to prevent the contagion spreading to the 
rest of Rupert Murdoch’s media empire. 

“People see the irony of it,” says the MP. 

Watson believes that when the phone¬ 
hacking was going on, some people in Rupert 
Murdoch’s organisation thought they were so 
close to Downing Street that they were 
untouchable. 

Accountable 

“News International didn’t think they were 
breaking the law or were accountable to 
anyone,” explains Mr Watson 

What future for Rebekah Brooks? 

“I don’t think she can survive,” he says 
bluntly. “This is doing serious damage to the 
company. 

“I’ve spoken to a journalist there and the 
feeling is that 200 people were sacrificed to 
save Rebekah Brooks.” 

There was speculation at the weekend that 
Brooks, who offered her resignation, has been 
kept on as a “lightning conductor” to deflect any 
further criticism away from her boss, News 
International chairman James Murdoch. 

Having laid into the Murdoch empire in the 
House with a vengeance this week, Mr Watson 
said: “I am too tired to take it all in. I haven’t 
slept for three days. 

“But I am pleased that people are at last 
taking seriously what I have been trying to say 
for a long time.” 

His raging indignation came to a head in 
Parliament last week when the West 
Bromwich East MP made one of his most 
impassioned speeches: “Families who trusted 
Rebekah Brooks when she said she felt their 
pain, families have been cruelly let down by the 
intrusion into private grief and the callous 
exploitation of their suffering. 

“Anguished families are now being tortured 
yet again by the knowledge that in the world of 
Rebekah Brooks no-one can grieve in private, 
no-one can cry their tears without surveillance, 
no-one can talk to their friends without their 
private feelings becoming public property.” 

Two days after Mr Watson’s comment the 
News of the World was axed. 

Does Tom Watson not fear for his own future? 

When the phone-hacking issue has passed 
into history and the News of the World is a 
distant memory, does he worry that powerful 
forces in the media may come after him? 

“Yes. I know that any story involving me will 
be amplified tenfold. 

“But the worst they could do is 
destroy my Parliamentary life and it 
would be worth it because if you don’t 
do these things, then you just live a 
life of mediocrity.”

First new council 
homes for 30 years

THE FIRST council houses 
to be built in Sandwell for 30 
years have been completed as 
part of a £2.75 million project. 

Tenants are now set to start 
moving into the new development 
on the site of the former eyesore 
tower block Bearwood House. 
The new development is made up 
of 12 houses and 16 two-bedroom 
apartments on Bearwood Road in 
Smethwick. 

Bearwood House was demolished 
in August 2008 to make way for the 
scheme. 

It has been built for Sandwell 
Council by Lovell, and part-funded to 
the tune of £1.37 million by the 
Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA). It marks a major milestone in 
developing the Windmill Eye area of 
Smethwick in a project that will see 
hundreds of new homes built. 

Moving 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for 
housing Councillor Simon Hackett, 
said: “These are the first new council 
homes to be built in Sandwell for 
some years and I’m really pleased to 
see people now moving in.” 

Christine Seaton, area manager for 
the HCA Midlands said they were 
pleased to have supported Sandwell 
Council’s ambitions to build more new 
council homes for the community in 
Smethwick. 

“We have worked to ensure that the 


homes have been built to a high 
design standard and respond well to 
local need, providing a good mix of 
housing, including much-needed 
larger homes.” 

While building the new homes, con¬ 
tractor Lovell recruited seven 
apprentices to work on the develop¬ 
ment through Sandwell Council’s 
Think Local Construction scheme. 

A second development of new 
council homes at Raglan Road, 
Smethwick, is due for completion in 
the autumn. 

The £84m Windmill Eye scheme 
will see around 750 new homes built 
in Smethwick. So far a number of 
buildings, including an outdated 
shopping precinct and three highly 
prominent tower blocks, have been 
demolished to make way for redevel¬ 
opment. They include James Watt 
House, Cheshire House and Hamil¬ 
ton House. 

Meanwhile, site allocations for 
thousands more new Sandwell homes 
have been approved by council bosses. 

The authority has to build 21,500 
new council homes across the borough 
by 2026. 

At a recent meeting, the council’s 
cabinet approved locations for the 
first 12,000. 

Allocations include 803 homes on a 
50 acre site north of the canal in 
Smethwick and 249 homes on a 27- 
acre site at Black Lake between West 
Bromwich and Hill Top. 


Blind Dave wins court 
case over taxi dog ban 


CHARITY hero ‘Blind Dave’ 
Heeley has won a landmark legal 
victory after his guide dog Wicksie 
was barred from a taxi. 

The offence, brought to court with 
the help of Sandwell Council, hap¬ 
pened within a week of the Equalities 
Act coming into force last year, and is 
thought to be the first prosecution of 
its kind under the new legislation. 

The council's taxi licensing depart¬ 
ment took 28-year-old Wali Khan to 
court on July 4. 

Speaking after the case, 53-year-old 
Dave, of West Bromwich, said: “I think 
it was important to take this case to 
court. It is a victory for all other blind, 
deaf and physically disabled people. 

“I’m big and ugly enough to handle 
most situations but what if it had been 
someone who wouldn’t have stood up 
for themselves? They would have been 
left in a very vulnerable situation 
indeed.” 

Dave, best known for running seven 
marathons on seven continents in 
seven days for charity in 2008, added: 
“The vast majority of taxi drivers are 
fantastic. But the small number who 
don’t stick to the law must be 
reminded how their actions can affect 
a blind or deaf person’s quality of life. 

“I’ve used this particular taxi 
company for years and still do. I’ve no 
complaints against them.” 


Warley magistrates heard that 
Dave had ordered a taxi to collect him 
from Great Bridge Library. Khan 
broke the Equalities Act because he 
would not let Dave’s guide dog Wicksie 
on board. The driver said “No dogs 
mate, no dogs in the car”, even though 
Dave and a library worker told him 
Wicksie was a trained guide dog, was 
wearing a harness and fluorescent 
jacket. 

Khan, of Lewisham Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, pleaded guilty to refusing to 
carry a guide dog in a taxi under the 
Equalities Act. He was ordered to pay 
£50 compensation, a £100 fine and 
£500 court costs. 

Allergic 

Khan said he was allergic to dogs 
and scared of them after being 
attacked by a dog when he was 12. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: “This driver 
did not carry out his duty to a blind 
man with a guide dog, and Dave ended 
up calling another taxi himself. 

“The driver should have had a cer¬ 
tificate exempting him from carrying 
dogs on medical grounds. And if he 
was frightened, he should have 
politely refused and booked another 
taxi for Dave, which he clearly did not 
do.” 

Marc Rowley, owner of XL, a private

hire firm in Wednesbury, said the 
driver no longer worked for the 
company. He said: “We do a lot of busi¬ 
ness for people with visual impair¬ 
ments and this was an isolated 
incident which upset everyone here at 
XL. We take our responsibilities to 
people with disabilities very seriously. 
Dave is one of our top customers.”

Town’s bakery goes on the market 


AN HISTORIC West Bromwich 
bakery that closed with the loss of 40 
jobs has gone on the market for 
£650,000. 

The freehold for the former Firkins 
bakery is being marketed by chartered 
surveyors Martin Bloomer Associates. 

The 42,494 sq ft premises at Black 
Lake are also available to let at 
£65,000 per year. 

Bosses of Firkins, which celebrated 
its 141st anniversary this year, 
announced the bakery’s closure in 
May, and it was put into liquidation. 

The firm owns shops in Wolver¬ 


hampton, Dudley, Walsall, Oldbury 
and West Bromwich, which have con¬ 
tinued to trade with a new supplier 
since the bakery closed. 

Paul Blenner Hassett, of West 
Bromwich-based Martin Bloomer 
Associates, said: ““We’ve had a few 
calls already about it. We’ve got its 
freehold on the market for £650,000 
and it’s available for let for £65,000.” 

Newbridge Bakery (Productions) 
Ltd, which owns the company, 
announced two months ago that the 
historic site was to close, leaving 
drivers and bakery staff jobless. 
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Standards 
improving 
on ward, 
says the 
chief nurse 

SANDWELL Hospital say stan¬ 
dards on a failing ward have 
improved, following a damning 
report by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. 

Newton 4 ward was criticised by 
Government inspectors during a spot 
visit earlier this year. They said 
patients were given “insufficient 
attention” by staff. 

The report said: “We observed times 
when patients’ privacy and dignity 
were not maintained. We saw a staff 
member taking a female patient to 
the toilet. The patient’s clothing was 
above their knees and exposed their 
underwear. The staff member 
assisted them to the toilet in full view 
of other patients on the ward, only 
closing the door when they left the 
toilet room. 

“A patient told us their experience 
was ‘not very nice’ as the night before 
they had been put in a bay on a ward 
where the rest of the patients were of 
the opposite gender.” 

Struggling 

Chief nurse Rachel Overfield 
admitted the ward had been “strug¬ 
gling to cope with the workload”. 

She said this was due to 14 extra 
beds being opened for emergency 
admissionsm a planned approach to 
providing extra capacity at short 
notice. 

She addded: “We have recognised 
this practice was creating unaccept¬ 
able pressure on nursing staff and 
affecting quality. As a result, we had 
developed plans for resolving our con¬ 
cerns, and had reported them to our 
trust board.” 

Miss Overfield said that since the 
inspection the hospital had made 
improvements and the situation on 
Newton 4 on the day of the inspection, 
March 28, was a one-off. 

She said: “Over the last year we 
have seen significant improvements 
in nursing care. We are confident the 
poor quality of care witnessed by the 
CQC on that ward at that time is not 
representative of care across our hos¬ 
pitals.”

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Daughter made tea then 
she strangled her mother 


A WOMAN made a cup of 
tea before strangling her 
mother and calling 999 to 
confess, a court heard. 

Tracey Lynch, aged 47, of 
Murton, Stoneydelph, Tamworth, 
placed a scarf around Carol 
Brown’s neck as she watched tele¬ 
vision on January 9 this year. 


After calling 999, Lynch told the 
ambulance operator “I have just 
killed my mum”, Birmingham 
Crown Court heard last week. 

Police found Mrs Brown, 65, 
after being called to a sheltered 
accommodation in Old Oscott 
Lane, in Great Barr. She died two 
days later in hospital. 

Lynch was cleared of murder 


but convicted of manslaughter on 
the grounds of diminished respon¬ 
sibility. Mr James Burbage QC, 
defending, said Lynch, who suf¬ 
fered mental illness, admitted 
killing her mother after making a 
cup of tea. 

Lynch was remanded, under 
the Mental Health Act, to the 
Ardenleigh centre.

Attack Staffie will 
be found new home 
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A STAFFORDSHIRE bull 
terrier that attacked and 
injured another dog and his 
owner in Tipton will be 
rehomed, a court heard. 

Victoria Marie Grubb’s dog 
Bruno escaped from her home in 
Powis Avenue after her young 
son left the door open on April 10 
this year, Warley Magistrates 
Court heard last week. 

Defending, Miss Pallo Dhariwal 
told the court the dog “was panicked” 
when it got out of the house and 
attacked and bit both Anthony 
Rogers and his border collie Bobby. 

Mrs Clare Davis, prosecuting, said 
Mr Rogers suffered three puncture 
wounds to his left hand and a graze, 
while his dog Bobby was more seri¬ 
ously injured. 

She said: “Bobby had a broken 
metatarsal bone in his rear left leg 
and numerous puncture wounds 
across his body.” 

Miss Grubb, aged 26, had pleaded 


guilty to owning a dog which was 
dangerously out of control in a public 
place and causing injury. 

Miss Dhariwal said: “This kind of 
incident had never happened before 
or since.” 

The court heard that police dog 
expert Pc Keith Evans recommended 
that if the dog was not destroyed it 
should be subjected to conditions. 

Carer 

Miss Dhariwal told the court that 
Grubb would not be able to afford 
these conditions as she was unem¬ 
ployed and a full-time carer for both 
her mother and young son. 

District Judge Wheeler said: “I am 
not going to destroy him. I will issue 
a deprivation order and I am going to 
have him rehoused.” 

Grubb was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order and ordered to under¬ 
take 80 hours’ unpaid work. 

She was also ordered to pay £555 
which included compensation, 
kennel costs and court costs. 


Council gave away building 
and now can buy it back 


THE court build¬ 
ing in West 
Bromwich, which is 
being sold off by the 
Government, had 
been handed over by 
Sandwell Council for 
nothing, it has 
emerged. 

But council chiefs are 
angry that Her 
Majesty’s Court and 
Tribunal Service now 
plans to pocket cash 
from the sale of the 
town’s magistrates 
court, which could run 
into millions of pounds. 

The authority trans¬ 
ferred ownership of the 
Lombard Street build¬ 
ing to the court service 
in 2005 but it was 
closed down by the 
court service earlier 
this year. Property 
agents have now been 
appointed to master¬ 


mind the sale of the 
building for the highest 
possible price. 

Councillors at 

Sandwell believe the 
authority is entitled to 
the proceeds of any sale 
of the building by the 
Ministry of Justice. 

Morally 

Council economy 
chief Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “Morally I 
believe the court 
should be transferred 
back. It isn’t theirs to 
sell. 

“Up until 2005 
Sandwell Council had 
the freehold of the 
building, which passed 
over to the Ministry of 
Justice without any 
money changing 

hands. 

“Now they plan to 
sell it and will keep the 
profits - which we don’t 
think is fair.” 


In another twist, it is 
thought the court 
service could offer the 
building - thought to be 
worth millions - back 
to the council, at a 
price. 

Cllr Jones said this 
would leave the council 
facing a similar situa¬ 
tion to that when it was 
developing the Rowley 
Learning Campus. 

When further educa¬ 
tion colleges were 
taken out of local 
authority control in the 
late 1980s, the land 
which had belonged to 
the council went with 
them. 

However, when 
Sandwell Council 

decided it wanted to 
build a new school on a 
former college site it 
was stung with an £11 
million bill to “buy 
back” its own land.

He had also admitted driving without third party 
insurance and driving otherwise than in accordance 
with a licence. 

The court heard that the police had pulled Bell 
over after the van was reported stolen on June 2. 

A breath test found 86mg of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath. The legal limit is 35mg. 

He was also found to have cannabis on him.

District Judge Wheeler had told Bell at his previ¬ 
ous court appearance to expect a jail sentence but 
said that because he had been working and making 
an effort to make changes to his life he had decided 
he was not going to give him a custodial sentence. 

He sentenced Bell to a community order for 12 
months, ordered him to go on a drink drivers course, 
subjected him to a curfew for six weeks and disqual¬ 
ified him from driving for two years. 

He also ordered Bell to pay £85 costs.

Demand may re-open 
top floors of car park 
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THE top two levels of a 
multi-storey car park could be 
reopened, providing an extra 
181 spaces, plus additional on¬ 
street spaces created in West 
Bromwich to cope with 
demand created by a £75 
million office development. 

The floors at the Queens Square 
multi-storey may be brought back 
into use to help cope with around 
1,600 workers expected to flood 
into the town with the completion 
of the Providence Place develop¬ 
ment, at the junction of the A41 
Expressway and All Saints Way. 

The influx will include staff from 
Sandwell Council, BT Liberata and 
The West Brom building society when 
it relocates from its High Street home. 

An additional 515-space, two- 
storey, car park is planned for adja¬ 
cent land, as part of Sandwell 
Council’s contract with BT Liberata, 
which is building a call centre as one 
of the elements of the development. 

While those spaces are expected to 


serve workers arriving with the devel¬ 
opment, council chiefs have admitted 
that car park could never cope with 
the expected demand. 

They are now looking at proposals to 
improve parking provision around the 
town. 

Key 

Queens Square currently offers 554 
spaces. 

Cabinet member Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “Clearly parking provision 
is a key consideration in regeneration 
on this scale and we are looking at the 
requirements as a whole across West 
Bromwich. 

“Planning conditions require ade¬ 
quate parking to be provided and we 
are looking at all possibilities, partic¬ 
ularly being able to provide street- 
level parking on a variety of sites 
including Providence Place, and 
potentially bringing the top two levels 
of Queens Square multi-storey back 
into use. It is hoped a report will go to 
cabinet in August to get approval for a 
way forward.” 

The last brick was laid in the BT 
Liberata building last month. 


Sports shop owner who 
sold fakes is behind bars 


A SPORTS shop owner who 
cheated customers by selling fake 
versions of top designer has been 
jailed. 

Trading standards officers seized 
349 garments from Nazakat 
Hussain’s Sportsbox stores, one in 
Cape Hill, Smethwick, and the other 
in High Street, West Bromwich. The 
total retail value of the items, if they 
had been genuine, was £30,000. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
Nazakat Hussain, aged 38, of Hospital 
Street, Walsall, was jailed for a year 
after admitting 23 trademark 
offences. His employee, Sajid 


Hussain, 29, also of Hospital Street, 
who played a smaller role, was given 
five months’ community service after 
he admitted 21 similar offences. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, told 
the court the garments, including fake 
Prada, Henri Lloyd, Nike and Lacoste, 
were kept in a secret room in the West 
Bromwich shop.There was a loose 
block in one of the walls that meant 
clothing could be passed from the 
secret room to the shop. The hole was 
covered by a wardrobe. 

Trading standards officers began to 
investigate after receiving complaints 
from disgruntled customers. The pair 
were on bail after being investigated 
for similar offences in 
London. They were jailed 
for these in 2009. They ini¬ 
tially denied the latest accu¬ 
sations but eventually 
pleaded guilty. 

Recorder Nicholls said: 
“This was a sophisticated 
and professional operation 
which is made worse by the 
fact both of you were on bail 
for a similar operation.” 

Neither was told to pay 
costs.

THE final touches have been made 
to a giant replica foghorn being 
created in an art project celebrating 
the Black Country’s heritage. 

The 19ft long horn, with a diameter 
of 9ft, has been created from designs 
used by the Chance Brothers glass¬ 
works in Smethwick. It will form the 
touring centrepiece of the Forging 
Links project, a celebration of the 
Black Country’s metal industry. 

The foghorn, being created by black¬ 
smith Ian Moran, will be a star attrac¬ 
tion at this summer’s Sandwell Arts 
Festival. Ian was putting the sections 
of the horn together in his workshop at 


the Cradley Heath Factory Centre in 
Woods Lane, before it went on display 
in West Bromwich last weekend. 

The 41-year-old from Bearwood, 
said: “Chance Brothers Ltd was more 
famous for its glass but it also pro¬ 
duced foghorns. It was decided by arts 
organisation Multistory that a 
foghorn would be used as a symbol for 
its Forging Links project. I have tested 
it with just two of the portions in place 
and it makes quite a noise. The horn is 
made up of six sections in total, all of 
which are made out of steel.” 

The piece will be exhibited around 
Sandwell. 
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Complaints 
handled late 
despite new 
computers 

MORE than 1,200 complaints 
to Sandwell Council - over half 
the number received in just under 
a year - were handled late, 
despite bosses spending £83,000 
on a computer system. 

The authority received 2,458 com¬ 
plaints since November 2009, when it 
installed a complaints handling 
system called Siebel, costing £83,000. 

An internal audit has revealed only 
1,204 complaints were dealt with 
inside the council’s timescale of ten 
working days. Auditors found council 
staff were not keeping up-to-date 
details or logs and inquiries were not 
dealt with promptly. But bosses say 
there have been improvements since 
September and Siebel was less expen¬ 
sive than the system it replaced. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
borough chief of improving services, 
said: “We take customer complaints 
very seriously and aim to respond to 
all complaints within ten working 
days. There are times when com¬ 
plaints require comprehensive inves¬ 
tigation...but we have a continuous 
dialogue with our customers during 
these times.” 

He added the council paid a one-off 
charge to implement Siebel but was 
now saving more than £150,000 a 
year.

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Social housing scheme 
is proposed by Accord 


ANEW social housing development fea¬ 
turing dozens of homes, a block of 12 flats 
and shared-ownership properties is being 
planned for West Bromwich. 

The new homes will be built on scrubland off 
Beacon View Road if Sandwell Council gives the 
scheme the go-ahead. 

Accord Housing Association says the properties 
will raise the standard of the area. Association chief 
Alan Yates said the extra housing would fit in well 
with the surrounding roads and houses and could 
lead to further development. 

He said: “The site is well served by public trans¬ 
port and is close to a local shop. A communal area for 
residents has been provided at the heart of the site. 


“The suitability of this site for housing is sup¬ 
ported by the Neighbourhood Plan and will set a 
precedent for future development.” 

The development would cover an area the size of 
one-and-a-half football pitches and would include 68 
car parking spaces. 

Tenants 

The majority of the houses and all the flats will be 
for social housing but there will be 10 homes for sale 
under a shared ownership scheme where tenants 
can pay towards a mortgage to part-own the proper¬ 
ties. 

The site is within half-a- mile of Charlemont Farm 
Infant and Junior School, which would be expected 
to cater for an influx of pupils. 

Facilities to collect and 
reuse rainwater would be 
included as will areas for 
recycling. 

Mr Yates said: “We con¬ 
sider ourselves one of the 
greenest housing associa¬ 
tions and a renewable tech¬ 
nologies consultant has been 
appointed for the project.” 

The scheme has won the 
backing of the MAD E Design 
Review West Midlands 
Group, which examines 
major development in the 
region. Its boss David Tittle 
said: “We admired the archi¬ 
tecture of the houses which 
managed to be both contem¬ 
porary and reasonably 
domestic.” 

The scheme is expected to 
go before Sandwell Council 
later this summer.

Jenny helps saves lives in 
Africa after shock of friend’s 
death at Ethiopian hospital

A HOSPITAL worker shocked 
at the lack of medical equipment 
in hospitals in Africa has col¬ 
lected thousands of pounds 
worth of medical supplies from 
both Sandwell and Birmingham 
hospitals to save lives. 

Jennifer Simpson, devastated by 
the death of a close friend and 
shocked at her experiences of the 
healthcare system in Africa, turned 
her attentions to setting up a 
medical provisions supply line. 

The 52-year-old first encountered the 
hospital system in Africa 10 years ago. 

She had gone to visit her pregnant 
friend and former Birmingham resident 
Yainka Mawuli, aged 41, in Ethiopia 10 
years ago. She was due to give birth and 
Miss Simpson had gone to help her out 
but complications arose. 

Horrendous 

Jennifer said: “I sat in the hospital 
with my friend as she lay dying following 
her Caesarean operation. There was 
nothing I could do. She was in one of the 
better private hospitals in Ethiopia and 
yet the standard of care they were able to 
provide was so poor. 

“After she died I was put in an ambu¬ 
lance with the baby and sent back to the 
house she was renting where her three 
young children waited for her. It was hor¬ 
rible, we had to bury her the next day. 

“The hospitals just did not have the 


equipment or resources to treat her. It was 
horrendous.” 

Miss Simpson, a surgical care practi¬ 
tioner for the past 15 years at both Sandwell 
and Birmingham City Hospitals, started to 
encourage the trust’s bosses to donate eq¬ 
uipment that was no longer needed for her 
to send to Africa. 

She said: “I started small and would just 
send a few bits over but now I have thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of equipment ready 
to go.” 


Originally Miss Simpson stored equip¬ 
ment at her house on Westminster Road in 
Handsworth but the mum-of-five found it 
too much. Then she met Winson Green busi¬ 
nessman Junior Smith, who offered her free 
storage space in the building from where he 
runs his exotic food import business. 

She said: “It has been brilliant, I now have 
my house back and somewhere where I can 
store and organise the equipment.”

Angel sculptor’s 
Lyng project to 
create bollards 

SCULPTURES by the ‘Angel of the North’ 
artist have been installed at the gateway to a 
West Bromwich housing estate undergoing a 
multi-million pound transformation. 

Fourteen specially modelled cast iron bollards 
produced by Antony Gormley now line Moor Street 
and have a practical as well as decorative function. 

The 99cm high bollards act as a safety feature to sepa¬ 
rate traffic from the pedestrian area being created at the 
entrance to the Lyng. 

The unusual shapes - named snowman, peg and oval - 
have already proved an entertaining talking point for local 
residents and visitors to the town. 

Eye-catching 

Guy Weston, a board member of Lyng Community Asso¬ 
ciation (Lyng CA), said: “These eye-catching bollards are 
designed to be functional and yet visually pleasing as 
sculptures in their own right. 

“They have been chosen to enhance the entrance to the 
Lyng and the new urban gateway to the town centre. The 
material they are made of also celebrates the metal 
working and manufacturing history of Sandwell.” 

British sculptor Gormley is best known for iconic public 
works such as the landmark figure in Gateshead, and 
Another Place - 100 cast iron figures facing out to sea - on 
Crosby Beach, near Liverpool. The latter project’s figures 
were cast at a West Bromwich foundry. 

Talking about the Lyng project, he said: “I love cast iron 
for its strength and earthiness. I hope these simple forms 
will sit on the street confidently and be guardians of its two 
users, the pedestrian and the car. I look forward to them 
slowly popping up in the urban world like mushrooms in 
the night.” 

Funded 

Regeneration agency Urban Living funded the bollards, 
which have cost around £600 each. They have been posi¬ 
tioned in front of the pedestrian area outside the new Lyng 
CA office and homes, which are under construction as part 
of an ambitious scheme to transform the estate with 350 
new homes, open space and parks. 

The estate redevelopment is being spearheaded by Lyng 
CA, Barratt West Midlands and Sandwell Council. 

Lyng CA currently owns and manages 86 homes for 
affordable rent on the estate and will acquire an additional 
114 through the scheme. 

Another 250 properties will be available for private sale 
through Barratt. Residents began moving into the first of 
the new homes in June. 

Katie Yates, Sales Manager for Barratt West Midlands 
said, “We are delighted to have installed these Gormley 
statues which create a really interesting gateway to the 
new development at The Lyng. 

“Already the area is starting to look vibrant and with 
many of the new homes now complete and occupied it’s 
becoming a destination to be proud of.”

THIS number plate would be the 
perfect addition to any die-hard 
Baggies fan’s car - and it could be 
coming to an auction near you 
soon. 

The BA6IEES plate is in the hands 
of a mystery Albion fan who bought it 
from the Driver and Vehicle Licensing 
Agency for a three-figure sum. 

The fan, who wants to remain 
anonymous, has offered the plate to 
the club but says he will put it up for 
auction if bosses at The Hawthorns 
turn it down. 

The man said: “I wanted to offer it to 
the club first of all because I think it 
would look good on an official’s car or 


maybe a club vehicle with logos. If they 
don’t buy it I will have to think about 
auctioning it off.” 

If it does go to auction, it is expected 
the plate could fetch several thousand 
pounds as there is a history of football- 
related plates fetching big money. 

DVLA 

In 2007 the registration plate 
WE57HAM sold for £57,000 while 
three years earlier the plate AR53NAL 
sold for £36,000 at auction. 

Normally plates which have clear 
football-related meanings are held 
back by the DVLA for special auctions 
but it is thought BA6IEES slipped 
through the net and was sold along 


with other registration plates. The 
plate became available because all 
British number plates will change in 
September to feature the number 61. 

The Albion fan said: “I realised when 
the plates changed to include a 61 I 
could get a Baggies-related plate, but I 
wasn’t sure if I could get one. 

“I have been sent the certificate for 
the use of the number, although it can’t 
be legally used on a car until Septem¬ 
ber. The price might vary because of 
the effects of the recession, or how 
Albion are doing at the time.” 

Other Baggies-related football 
plates to have fetched high values 
include ALB 10N, which made£19,000, 
and 1 WBA, which fetched £8,400.

‘Iconic’ new YMCA 
building under way

THE next phase of the £13 
million new YMCA in West 
Bromwich has been approved 
by council chiefs. 

It will see a modern glass and reflec¬ 
tive panelled building to replace the 
current site at Carters Green. 

The new building will provide 
housing, a cafe, gym and offices for the 
community. 

The iconic scheme was approved by 
Sandwell Council planners recently. 
Development work at the site has 
already begun with the demolition of a 
block of 100-year-old terraced houses. 

The work will be undertaken in two 
phases. The first will include the front 
of the building, which will face Carters 
Green, and will be home to the major¬ 
ity of the public facilities such as the 
gym and the cafe. It will also house 
new office space and a large number of 
accommodation units. The second 
phase will see the demolition of the 
existing rear blocks where the new 
building will include gym facilities as 
well as accommodation units above. 

Planning officer Mr Douglas 
Eardley stated in his report to the 
planning committee: “I very much 
welcome the application for phases 
two and three of the proposed redevel¬ 
opment of the YMCA, in that it would 
provide a rejuvenated site which 
would benefit the community and 
wider society. It is not considered that 
the proposals would result in an 
impact on residential amenity.” 

Tower 

The plans for the site have received 
criticism by some architects on a panel 
at design advice firm Made who feared 
it would overshadow the famous 
Farley clock tower. 

The YMCA has been on its current 
site since the 1960s. The project has 
been named the Western Gateway as it 
will mark the entrance to the town 
from the A41. 

Steve Clay, YMCA boss, said: “This 
development will not only offer first 
class facilities for the community but 
also offers an iconic building as a 
gateway to West Bromwich.”

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College set to offer 
A-levels next year 


SANDWELL College is set to 
offer A-level courses for the first 
time when the new £77 million 
college opens its doors next year. 

The college, which currently operates 
from campuses in West Bromwich, Smeth¬ 
wick and Oldbury, has never offered its own 
A-levels and plans to bring the courses in 
during the 2012/13 term. The news comes 
as bosses revealed applications to study at 
the college are up 47 per cent on this time 
last year. 

The college will take on 2,450 full-time 
students in September with 2,500 applying 
so far. 

Bosses said the success is down to excite¬ 
ment surrounding the new building in Spon 
Lane, which will open in January next year 
and a decision to offer free bus travel to all 
full-time 16 to 18-year-old students. 

Stephen Clarke, head of marketing at the 
college, said: “The college currently has 
around 6,000 students and we are looking 
to expand. 


“The new college will have a capacity of 
10,000 and from September next year we 
will be starting our own A-level portfolio for 
the first time. 

“People always presume we run A-level 
courses, but although we provide tuition for 
sixth form students at partner schools, they 
take their A-levels through the schools 
themselves. 

Demand 

“There is a real demand for these courses 
and we want to provide as many educa¬ 
tional opportunities as possible to students 
from the region.” 

Mr Clarke said the college was delighted 
with the number of 16 to 18-year-olds that 
have applied to study at the college in Sep¬ 
tember. 

He said the decision to offer students a 
free bus pass will go some way to making up 
for the Government decision to scrap the 
Education Maintenance Allowance, which 
offered up to £30 a week to students who 
stayed on in further education.

Court watch 


FORMER fireman John Edwards 
has been elected as new chairman of 
the West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority. 

Councillor Edwards, who was a fire¬ 
fighter for 12 years with Staffordshire and 
West Midlands Fire Services from 1962, is 
a Sandwell Councillor. He has taken over 
from David Hinton. 

Cllr Edwards, who has been chairman and 
vice-chairman of West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue Authority said this was challenging time 
for the service. 

He said: “Like all public services, the Fire and 
Rescue Authority is coming under huge financial 
Councillor John Edwards pressures. I will do my absolute best to ensure 



that we continue to provide a three-star service 
and resist anything that will undermine the 
excellence which exists in our service.” 

The fire authority is losing £7.7 million from 
its Government grant this year followed by a 
further £2.5m in 2012/13. 

Cllr Edwards said: “We know that 2012/13 will 
be a difficult year, when we will have to balance 
the budget without any real reductions in 
service. 

Lobbying 

“The Government is planning its financial 
regime for 2013-15, and we need to start lobby¬ 
ing for a fair financial settlement.” 

Cllr Edwards who has been a member of 
Sandwell Council for 33 years and was mayor in 
1999/2000, will receive a special responsibility 


allowance of £24,500 a year. Allowances for 
authority members have been frozen this year, 
for the third year running. 

The vice-chairman will get £12,250 and eight 
lead members will get £8,575 each. Members of 
the authority will pick up £3,500, the same 
figure as in 2009/10 and 2010/11. 

Travel expenses of between 34.6p and 48.5p 
per mile can be claimed, along with subsistence 
allowances, for carrying out approved duties 
away from home. 

These payments can range from £2.67 for tea, 
if spending more than four hours away from 
home, up to £91.04 for an overnight stay in 
London. 

Cllr Edwards added: “Allowances are frozen at 
the authority and will remain so. Members are 
concentrating on the fire fighters.” 


Tons of rubbish go up in flames 


FIRE tore through 
hundreds of tons of 
rubbish at a depot in the 
Black Country last week. 

The blaze broke out in a 
large rubbish pile at AB 
Waste Services, in Cemetery 
Road, on the border of 
Wednesbury and Darlaston 
shortly after 6am on 
Wednesday, July 6. 

Firefighters used a 
hydraulic lifting platform to 
put out the fire and 
remained at the scene to 
damp down the smouldering 
rubbish. 

Lorries arriving with full 
skips were held up at the 
entrance to the business, 
which sends 90 per cent of its 
waste to recycling facilities. 

An investigation into the 
cause of the blaze has been 
launched. 

AB Waste Services, which 
hires out five different sizes 
of skip to both individuals 
and business, declined to 
comment. 

The fire follows a large 
timber fire at a rubbish 
depot in Tipton the previous 
Friday which caused five 
hours of disruption to trains 
on the Birmingham to 
Wolverhampton track. 

That blaze, at Bloomfield 
Recycling in Tipton, is now 
being treated as arson.

Mysterious death of 
man found in a hole 


A POLICE investigation has 
drawn a blank over how a man 
found dead in a hole in West 
Bromwich got into it. 

Reginald Cadman, aged 64, was 
found lying in a 5ft deep hole which 
had been dug for gas pipe repairs in 
Stoney Lane, West Bromwich, in 
January. It was just a short distance 
from his Hallam Street home. 

But Detective Inspector Derek Packham, 
of Harborne CID, told the inquest held in 


Walsall earlier this month that, despite 
exhaustive house-to-house inquiries, there 
was so far no evidence to suggest he had 
been deliberately pushed in. 

Mr Cadman left a local police station at 
10pm on January 28. He called at The 
Goose pub, High Street, where he drank 
three double brandies and a pint of beer. 

Milkman 

Around 38 minutes later he was found by 
a member of the public at 11.27pm in the 
hole excavated by gas workers. 

Giving evidence Home Office forensic 
pathologist Nicolas Hunt 
said the unemployed 
milkman died from asphyxia 
while under the influence of 
alcohol. 

“If there is speculation 
that he may have been put in 
there, there is no pathology 
evidence to support it,” Mr 
Hunt said. 

Black Country Coroner 
Mr Robin Balmain recorded 
an open verdict. 

“It seems to me that there 
has been an exhaustive 
investigation by the police,” 
he said. 

“If further evidence comes 
to light I will reopen this 
inquiry.” 


Security driver robbed 

A SECURITY driver was punched in the face and 
robbed as he collected cash from a supermarket in 
Great Barr. 

Police said a “significant” amount of money was taken in 
the raid, which happened as the man was taking cash from 
the Iceland store in Walsall Road. The robber fled on foot 
following the theft, at 11.34am on Saturday, June 25. 

Detective Sergeant Mick Greenland, from Sandwell CID, 
said: “The offender assaulted the victim, who was under¬ 
standably very shaken by his ordeal. We urge anyone who 
was in the area and who witnessed the incident to come 
forward. We particularly want to hear from anyone who 
saw a man running from the scene.” 

The raider was described as 5ft lOin, medium build, 
wearing dark jogging bottoms with a black hoodie and bal¬ 
aclava.

Pavilion 
exterior 
is ready 

THE exterior of the 
new £900,000 commu¬ 
nity pavilion in West 
Bromwich’s Dartmouth 
Park has been com¬ 
pleted, with the building 
due to open its doors on 
September 25. 

Work started on the site of 
the building in the park in 
February, with work going 
on since then to create the 
what is envisaged as a land¬ 
mark wooden feature for the 
park. The pavilion will 
replace a building destroyed 
in an arson attack in 1983. 

Refreshment rooms and a 
pavilion were first created 
at the park in 1887. They 
closed in 1976 with the 
arsonists striking seven 
years later. 

The work is part of a 
£6.3m project funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, Big 
Lottery and Sandwell 
Council. The new pavilion 
will incorporate an events 
room, areas for exhibitions, 
offices and public toilets. 

Celebration 

It will also include a 
woodland walk around the 
the building, protected from 
the elements by a roof. 

Carole Hartill, spokes¬ 
woman for the Friends of 
Dartmouth Park, said: “The 
work is progressing very 
well, with all of the external 
work now completed. The 
interior is now being fitted 
out. We plan to hold a huge 
community and family cele¬ 
bration on September 25 to 
mark the occasion.” 

The pavilion has been 
designed by architects 
Bryant Priest Newman and 
is being built by Rowley 
Regis-based contractors 
J. Harper & Sons Ltd.

LETTER 


Libraries so essential 


I am writing to you expressing my concern over the 
planned cost cutting in many British libraries, 
including the ones in Sandwell. 

As a Year 11 student about to leave school for college who 
does not have internet access at home I have to regularly 
go to the library to use the facilities available there to 
gather research for most of my coursework and will need to 
for the next two years. 

I am extremely frustrated the Government are consider¬ 
ing cutting the funding many libraries receive. This is 
because libraries have and always will be a central part of 
the community because not everybody has access to such 
facilities and whilst many people do not need them in the 
traditional sense to gather information libraries have 
always been a fundamental part of the community. Some 
run job clubs, homework clubs and even childcare facilities 
to look after young children for parents who need to go 
shopping or run errands, as well as running book clubs 
allowing elderly people to socialise with other users of the 
library too. The library will always be a fundamental part 
of the community as a centre for social activities. 

I can remember the first time I went to choose a book and 
I found it to be a stepping stone introducing me to different 
books, authors and knowledge I wouldn’t have without the 
service. 


Secondly, whilst we know the internet has a huge wealth 
of information all too often you enter into search engines for 
information and often the searches it draws up has little or 
no relevance to what you actually need. 

This is another reason why libraries need funding 
because if the information isn’t available on the internet 
then the information is usually available in one of the books 
and if not you can receive the information from the helpful 
staff, so the library will always be a good information 
centre as well as a good community centre now and 
throughout the generations to come. 

So I am now going to ask the Government not to shut 
down one of the most useful services we have available to 
us and can use on a regular basis because if they do cut the 
funds to the libraries this service will no longer be available 
to people.

OFSTEP Approved 
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Final chapter of Harry Potter wizardry 


H E is the boy wizard 
who revitalised the 
book business, 
boosted the British film 
industry and even con¬ 
quered Hollywood, and 
tomorrow night the world¬ 
wide phenomenon that is 
Harry Potter will reach its 
epic conclusion. 

Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows Part II, which opens world¬ 
wide on Friday, July 15, is the eighth 
and last in the record-smashing film 
franchise adapted from JK 
Rowling’s seven novels about a boy 
wizard. 

And when author and the three 
stars - Daniel Radcliffe, Rupert 
Grint and Emma Watson - stepped 
on to the red carpet in London for 
the premiere last week, they were 
entitled to feel both triumphant and 
poignant. 

Hollywood studio Warner Bros 
took over Trafalgar Square for the 
red carpet premiere, making space 
for the anticipated crowds of fans 
young and old dressed in Harry 
Potter costumes. 

Anticipation 

The seven movies released so far, 
which began with Harry Potter and 
the Philosopher’s Stone in 2001, 
have grossed £3.9 billion at the box 
office. 

Although the figures hide a 
steady decline in admissions - the 
first film is still the most successful - 
experts predict that the combina¬ 
tion of higher 3D ticket prices and 
anticipation surrounding the final 
chapter could see Deathly Hallows 
2 break records. 

The Harry Potter series has made 
its three main child stars among the 
most recognisable faces in the 
world - as well as making them rich 
beyond dreams. 

When the trio - Daniel Radcliffe, 
Emma Watson and Rupert Grint - 
were paraded before the world’s 
cameras almost 11 years ago after 
an exhaustive casting process, they

were fresh-faced unknowns. 

But now, just into their early 20s, 
they have a lengthy cinema career - 
and a combined wealth estimated 
at almost £100 million. 

Radcliffe - who will be 22 on July 
23 - has generated the most cash 
from his titular role as the hero 
According to the Sunday Times 
Rich List the young actor is worth 
£48 million, ranking him fifth in the 
list of British millionaires under 30. 

He had already had some on¬ 
screen experience by the time he 
landed the prized role as Harry, after 
appearing in BBC1 ’s adaptation of 
David Copperfield and making his 
movie debut in John Boorman’s film 
The Tailor Of Panama, alongside 
Pierce Brosnan. 

Like his co-stars, viewers have 
seen Radcliffe grow up before their 
eyes with each instalment of the 
wizarding adventures. They have 
also seen him head off in surprising 
directions, aside from his Potter 
commitments. Most famously, 
these included his nude on-stage 
role in Equus in London’s West End 
and on Broadway in New York. He 
also appeared this year in the 


Broadway revival of How To 
Succeed In Business Without 
Really Trying. Next year he will be 
seen in his first screen role since he 
finished the Potter films as a 
haunted solicitor when The Woman 
In Black - made by the revived 
Hammer Film company - is 
released. 

In an interview recently, he said 
the trappings of wealth and fame 
were not really for him and that he 
had given up drinking after saying 
he had become “reliant” on alcohol. 

In contrast to Radcliffe’s early 
screen experience, Emma Watson 
had only performed in school plays 
before landing her role as Hermione 
Granger. She was just nine years 
old when she was cast in the role 
which has contributed to a fortune 
reckoned to be worth £24 million. 

Her elegant looks and poise have 
also led to modelling contracts 
including a stint for Burberry and 
she appeared in ads for Lancome 
earlier this year. 

The grounded star went to uni¬ 
versity in the US in 2009 but 
announced she was leaving earlier 
this year. It is thought she will 
resume her studies at Oxford in the 
autumn. 

Rupert Grint, who has played 
Ron Weasley throughout the series, 
is also estimated to be worth £24 
million. The 22-year-old has used 
his wealth to indulge himself in a 
collection of quirky vehicles which 
have included a Mr Whippy ice 
cream van, a bubble car and a Ford 
Anglia. 

Like Watson, Grint had no previ¬ 
ous screen experience before 
applying for the role - which he 
heard about on BBCI’s News- 
round. He appeared in his first non- 
Potter role just a year after the first 
film was released, starring in chil¬ 
dren’s comedy Thunderpants in 
2002. Then in 2006 he appeared 
alongside his screen mother from 
Harry Potter, Smethwick-raised 
actress Julie Walters, in the 
poignant drama-comedy Driving 
Lesssons. 

Now their post-Potter careers 
really get under way.

Harry Potter facts 

Around 450 million copies of J K 
Rowling’s books have been sold in 200 
territories worldwide. They have been 
translated into 70 languages. 

The previous seven Harry Potter films 
have grossed $6.4 billion to date - around 
£4 billion at today’s exchange rate. 

The previous Potter film, Deathly Hallows 
Pt 1, took £18.32 million in its first three 
days, the biggest opening weekend of all 
time. 

During the making of the films, a total of 
600 school uniforms have been made for 
pupils at Hogwarts. Leading man Daniel 
Radcliffe and his various stunt doubles 
have had Harry Potter’s trademark scar 
on the head painted 5,800 times. 

Radcliffe has worn 160 pairs of glasses 
during filming, and carried 70 wands. 

A total of 588 different sets have been 
created for for the films. 

The Great Hall set is big enough to hold 22 
London double-decker buses 
A total of 250 differnet animals have been 
used during filming. 

Around 1.7 million watched J K Rowling 
broadcast on the new pottermore.com 
website, which was launched last week. 
The site was visited by people from 214 
countries during launch week.

A RECORD crowd of more than 181,000 basked 
in brilliant sunshine at Goodwood Festival of 
Speed, near Chichester over the weekend. 

The annual celebration of motoring also attracted 
over 100 guest racing drivers and motorcycle racers, 
including Sir Stirling Moss, Nigel Mansell, Jenson 
Button, Lewis Hamilton, Mark Webber and John 
Surtees. 

Current FI racing and test drivers relaxed and enjoyed 
themselves. They thrilled the crowds by filling the air with 
unbelievable noises from “drag race” style starts in their 
extremely high-revving state-of-the-art machines, leaving 
trails of rubber on the road directly in front of Goodwood 
House, the home of host, Lord March. 

The 50th anniversary of the E-Type Jaguar was highlighted 
by a giant 28-metre-high sculpture of the iconic car, situated 
on the lawn in front of the house, and historic examples of 
Jaguar competition cars from over the years were paraded 
up the course, which was totally lined with spectators.

Mo’s gamble pays off 


BRITAIN’S Mo Farah main¬ 
tained his unbeaten record since 
changing coach and moving to the 
United States with a superb 
victory over 5,000 metres at the 
Aviva Grand Prix in Birmingham. 

Despite winning the long-distance 
double at last year’s European Cham¬ 
pionships in Barcelona, Farah felt he 
needed to make a drastic change to be 
able to challenge for medals in the 
world championships and Olympics. 

That meant moving his wife and daugh¬ 
ter to Portland, Oregon, to be coached by 
Alberto Salazar, but what could have been 
a massive gamble has paid immediate div¬ 
idends, with Farah retaining his 3,000m 
indoor title, winning the New York half 
marathon on his debut over the distance 
and last month smashing the British and 
European 10,000m records. 

And the Somalia-born 28-year-old on 
Sunday again got the better of training 
partner Galen Rupp at the Alexander 
Stadium, producing a devastating last lap 
of 54secs to win in a time of 13mins 
6. Msecs. 

“People said why change when things are 
going well and it has not been easy making 
the change, but as an athlete if you want 
success you have to make sacrifices,” said 
Farah. 

“I’m a lot more confident and I’m looking 
forward to the world championships in 
Daegu. Running a paced race here and 
running a championships are completely 
different, but if I can stay injury-free and 
keep enjoying it that’s the main thing.” 

Star 

Farah and Jamaica’s Asafa Powell were 
the star attractions at the ninth Diamond 
League meeting of the season, and Powell 
did not disappoint with victory in the 100m. 

Powell had insisted he was the man to 
beat this year and not third best behind 
fellow Jamaican Usain Bolt and American 
Tyson Gay, and the 28-year-old lived up to 
the hype with victory in 9.91secs, leading 
home compatriots Nesta Carter and 
Michael Frater. 

“I was a bit cautious in the final with all 
the false starts and it was cold out there so 
I didn’t push it from the start,” admitted 


Powell, who has now run under lOsecs 
more than 70 times. “But it was OK. 

“We all want to get the best start but 
when there’s false starts it puts you in a dif¬ 
ferent zone. I didn’t want to push too hard. 
At the worlds I’m definitely going to win. 
I’m going for it.” 

Veteran Marlon Devonish was sixth in 
10.25secs, while fellow Britons Harry 
Aikines-Aryeetey, Craig Pickering and 
Darlaston’s Mark Lewis-Francis failed to 
qualify for the final. 

There was better news for the home 
crowd in the 400m hurdles, however, as Dai 
Greene produced another impressive per¬ 
formance. 

The European and Commonwealth 
champion held off former world champion 
Bershawn Jackson on the line to win in 
48.20secs, his second Diamond League 
victory in quick succession, with 19-year- 
old team-mate Jack Green setting a per¬ 
sonal best of 48.98 in fourth. 

“The weather conditions were miserable 
but I’m happy to have beaten Bershawn 
because I know he will be there in the world 
championship final,” said the 25-year-old 
Welshman. 

Phillips Idowu was another British 
winner, the world and European champion 
easily winning the triple jump with a best 
of 17.54m in the third round. 

But the much-anticipated clash between 
Idowu and French rival Teddy Tamgho - 
the indoor world record holder - proved to 
be a damp squib, Tamgho finishing a 
distant fifth with a best of just 16.74m. 

“It’s important to get that psychological 
victory,” Idowu said. “It’s 2-1 to me now in 
head-to-heads this year.” 

Holly Bleasdale had to settle for second 
in the pole vault, but the 19-year-old could 
still be pleased with a best of 4.61m behind 
Germany’s Silke Spiegelburg (4.66m). 

Bleasdale set a British record of 4.70m 
last weekend, which has elevated the Lan¬ 
cashire teenager to world-class competi¬ 
tion. 

In the women’s 800m, Jenny Meadows 
allowed British team-mate Marilyn Okoro 
to set the pace before hitting the front and 
holding on to win in 2:02.06. 

“I usually run from the front but it was 
important that I ran a different race to 
practise tactics,” she said.

Aston aims to bring pride back to Haye stable 


RYAN Aston will box again in 
September after plans for a third 
fight in a month fell through — 
and backer James Dickens could 
be joining him in the corner. 

Dudley fighter Aston will appear at 
Birmingham’s Tower Ballroom on 
September 23 on a Dave Coldwell- 
promoted bill, which will also see the 
professional debut of Coseley’s 
Tommy Ghent. 

Both fighters are the pride of Priory 
Park Amateur Boxing Club in Dudley 
and have recently signed three-year 
contracts with David Haye’s promo¬ 
tional company, Hayemaker. 

And, while Hayemaker plot their 
path to success in the pro-game, 
Dickens will be supporting them 
every step of the way. The 28-year-old 
is a successful businessman and chief 
executive of Edgbaston-based prop¬ 
erty developer Hackett & James. 

His influence has not only landed 
Aston and Ghent stable day jobs as 
contractors but has also allowed 
Priory Park to embark on a radical 
extension that could change the club 
forever. They were recently quoted a 
whopping £250,000 for the work they 
want done but Dickens is hoping to 
get that down to £100,000, barely 
above the price of materials. 

Labour 

His company will use their own 
labour force to make Priory Park’s 
dream a reality and, thanks to a 
fundraiser organised by Hackett & 
James, the club are only £30,000 
away from their target and have 
already been granted planning per¬ 
mission. 

If their plans come together, a 
second main room will provide space 
for an additional ring, more punch 
and speed bags, along with the capac¬ 
ity to hold more than one class at a 
time. 

While the foundations to secure 
Priory Park’s future are being laid, it 
looks as if Dickens, who trains and 
has boxed for the club, will be a part 
of boxing for some time to come. 


The wheels are in motion 
for Dickens to take his 
‘seconds’ licence, allowing 
him to be in the corner 
when Aston and Ghent step 
through the ropes. 

Aston already has two 
straight victories inside the 
space of seven days as a pro 
at middleweight - with win 
number two coming on the 
undercard of Haye’s multi¬ 
world title tussle with 
Wladimir Klitschko in 
Germany last Saturday. 

Dickens joined Aston on 
the trip and the 20-year-old 
fighter feels he owes a debt 
to ‘the boss.’ He said: 
“Wherever I go in the pro- 
game, I will have a lot to 
thank James for and he 
will be there with me. He 
loves the sport. He’s always 
going to be behind us and 
whatever way he can help 
us out he will do it. 

“You want people with 
you who are all for the good 
of boxing, not the bad. I 
don’t just work for him, he’s 
one of my mates. 

“He’s the best boss in the 
world to work for, I have got 
no stress and worries 
outside of boxing and that 
will help me get to where I 
need to be.” 

Aston now has a two-month break 
from action but should have been 
boxing in two weeks’ time after lining 
up a fight on a Matchroom show in 
Cardiff. That fell through when one 
half of the main event, European 
lightweight champion Gavin Rees, 
pulled out with a hand injury. 

But Aston is still on cloud nine after 
his part supporting the sport’s 
biggest heavyweight title fight for a 
decade, which went against Haye on 
a unanimous points decision. 

The Black Country lad rubbed 
shoulders with George Foreman, 
Lennox Lewis and Michael Buffer 
during the preliminaries at Hamburg 


FC’s Imtech Arena, as well as boxing 
on the show. 

Aston said Haye took time to be 
supportive on the big night. He said: 
“I have spoken to David loads of 
times, he knows I am a Hayemaker 
fighter and he’s seen me spar a lot at 
his gym. I even spoke to him after the 
fight. He took it all pretty well and 
congratulated me on my win (against 
Bulgarian Zahari Mutafchiev). 

“I told him how good it was to box 
on the biggest boxing show for a 
decade and he just smiled back at me. 

“He’s a really nice, genuine guy.” 

Aston’s opponent for the Tower 
Ballroom bill has yet to be confirmed.

ALBION boss Roy 
Hodgson hopes to 
splash some cash on his 
final summer signings 
after raiding the free- 
transfer market for the 
upcoming Premier 
League season.
